We are not prepared to say whether there 
is any merit in the Louisville bill, but we believe it will be a 
serious mistake both of policy and politics for the Legislature to 
fail to enact some kind of legislation in the interest of fair elec- 
tions. Ou this line we heartily agree with the Lexington Herald 
when it says : “The Democratic party in Kentucky should not, 
in foolish confidence in its power, ignore the warnings that 
come from the general spirit of independnce amongst American 
voters.
